When a 
man rcfuscM to work and oonscquoiitly 
falls, .110 matter whether ho Is a good 
atlileto or prominent in activities ho' 
la ^10 longer fit to stay in college and 
he probably w'M not suooecd in the 
world. 

"I don't believe any student should 
be allowed to repeat a class or con- 
tinue with conditions unlesg Tnt' has 
been incapacitated by sickness. It !s 
iil.s fault tf he fails to live up to re- 
fiuiroments which aro but average; on 
him tho responsibility »1iouId fall. If 
tills prlnolplc were even .more enforced 
than It is now wc would have many 
less conditions tl-ain are found at 
present. 

"It has been iny eiperlence more 
î.specialy with midshlpmea that the 
higher tho Rt,anaard of character re- 
quired tlic better the general averaso 
that results, if then reqirlromenta for 
both studies and character pre made 
more strict you w'li find the great 
majority of undergraduates "Islng to 
this standard.
